Missouri women, are loud in their 
praise of the senators and repre­ 
sentatives who supported them in 
passing the measure. 
The women’s committee, which 
lobbied for the bill. was composed 
of Mrs. Walter McXab Miller, Co­ 
lumbia, Mo.; Mrs. David N. O’Neil, 
St. Louis, and Mrs. \V. IL Haight, 
Drandsville, with Miss Marie Ames, 
of St. Louis, legislative secretary. 
All were officers of the Missouri 
Equal Suffrage association, which 
drew up the bill and bad it intro­ 
duced in the two branches of the 
general assembly. 
Upon the return of the women to 
St. Louis, they publicly expressed i 
their appreciation of the assistance 
given them and their bill by mem­ 
bers of the senate and house who 
voted for it, with especial added 
praise for Governor Gardner, Lieu­ 
tenant Governor Wallace C rosslit, 
Speaker Samuel F. O’Fallon, Sena­ 
tor Jam es W. McKnight, Walter 13 
Bailey, Senator Howard E. Gray. 
David W. Stark, Edward F. Goltra 
and the floor leaders of Ute house, 
John C. I‘yott. Frank H. Farris and 
Jefferson I). Hostetter. 
The women, in their statement to

Of our solid 18, two senators, 
Senator Stark and Senator Gray, 
were absent.
